and cunningly call you to "come forward how arid be a manly 
man, true to the flag, a fearless hero and a chesty patriot" — 
st such a time, at such a critical time. PRAY FOR ICE; keep 
cool ; take a firm restraining grip on your natural diapoaition 
to be a big. blundering boob, and, if possible, side-step this 
carefully perfected opportunity to become a victimised fool. 
Just calmly keep your eyes, both eyea. gjtucd to the great 
majority of the best dressed and most nolaiiy eloquent men 
in your community, and you do quietly aa they do shrewdly 
about enlisting for actual immediate firing-Jine service in the 
war for which they are cunningly shouting.

LABOR IN POLITICS by. Robert

It is hard to write about Robert 
Hunter's latest book without becom- 
ing enthusiastic about it. For years, 
the- gulf which has ae Da rated the So- 
cialist atu Labor Union mo omenta 
in the United Btatee has been the 
ceapalr of many members of the So- 
cialist Party. The Socialists have 
often criticised the attitude taken 
by The American Pederation of La- 
bor and Its principal < 'fleers to- 
wards working-class political action. 
This criticism haa sometimes been 
more bitter than Ithasbeen intelli-
